Plaintiff also seeks background information supporting several requested waivers from 
the Defense Logistics Agency ("DLA"), in addition to copies of several contracts and 
all contract modifications from DLA.

The Court ORDERS DLA to provide Plaintiff with an update 
regarding the consultation process on AUGUST 12, 2019. The Court further ORDERS 
that DLA prioritize the production of responsive contracts and contract modifications 
because DLA has indicated that the Exemption 4 consultation process for those 
records may be shorter than for the contract proposals. The Court further ORDERS the 
parties to file another Joint Status Report by AUGUST 30, 2019, updating the Court 
on the parties’ progress bringing this case towards resolution.
